In terms of paras 218 and 219 of Chapter-X of the Hand 
Book of Import-Export Procedures for 1978-79, Government 
of India in the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting 
hereby notify the basis of entitlement to newspapers/periodi¬ 
cals. The basis of entitlement is contained in Annexure I 
to III of this Public Notice and shall be applicable from 1st 
April, 1978 to March 31, 1979. 

Newsprint Allocation Policy for 1978-79 

ANNEXUREI 

1 . Entitlement 

1.1. Newsprint entitlement of an individual newspaper/ 
periodical will be based on its consumption of newsprint or 
white printing paper or both in 1977-78 increased by 5 per 
cent. 

1.2. While the entitlement as worked out above will be 
the base quota, it will be open to newspapers/periodicals to 
apply for extra allotment depending on actual consumption. 
Such applications will' be considered twice during the year. 
Applications should be accompanied by a Chartered Accoun¬ 
tant’s Certificate of actual consumption. Extra allotments 
will be made subject to availability of newsprint. 

1.3. If on verification it is found that the circulation of a 
newspaper/periodical is less than that claimed, entitlement 
will be revised accordingly. 

1.4. No quota will be admissible to a newspaper/-periodical 
which is unable, at any time when called upon to do so, to 
establish any circulation at all. Any newsprint released will 
also have to be returned. 

1.5. The entitlement of newspapers/periodicals for standard 
newsprint as also Nepa newsprint will be worked out on the 
basis of 53 grammes substance plus or minus 5 per cent. 
The entitlement of newspaper/periodical, if allotted in Nepa 

newsprint, will be increased by 15 per cent. 


2. Allocation 

2.1. Allotment in all categories—standard roto and glaz¬ 
ed—will be made in reels only. An additional quantity 
of 10 per cent for conversion of reels into shoe's will be allow¬ 
ed to newspapers which have to cut reels into sheets. This

benefit will be available only to those newspapers which 
give proof that printing is carried out only in sheets. 

2.2. Periodical's which have been in existence for more 
than three months will be allowed to claim their full entitle¬ 
ment or a portion of it in glazed or rotogravure newspiint 
subject to availability. 

2.3. The basis of allocation of indigenous and imported 
newsprint will be as follows:— 

(i) Newspapers with an entitlement oi up to 400 MT 
will have the option to 1'ift any proportion of their 
requirement from Nepa or imported—both from 
high sea sales as well as buffer. 

(ii) (a) Newspapers having an entitlement of over 400 

MT will have to lift 15 per cent of their entitlement 
from Nepa compulsorily. 

(b) The remaining quantities will be met from import¬ 
ed newsprint on high sea sales or from the buffer 
as per requirement of the newspapers in consul¬ 
tation with STC. 

(There will be no compulsion in lifting a certain 
proportion of newsprint stocks from the buffer. 
However, this arrangement will be reviewed after 
a period of six months by the Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting.) 

The actual allocations will be subject to availability of 
newsprint and in case of shortfalls, appropriate cuts will be 
made. The Registrar of Newspapers may also vary the pro¬ 
portion of NEPA imported newsprint in the light of avail¬ 
ability/stocks from time to time. Newspapers/periodicals will 
have to take NEPA newsprint in sizes that are made avail¬ 
able. 

2.4. New newspapers/periodicals may be issued newsprint 
according to requirements indicated by them. But the 
maximum initial quota that can thus be issued will cover 
four months' requirements calculated on the basis of circu¬ 
lation of 10,000 copies of 8 standard pages for dailies and 

10,000 copies of 16 standard pages for periodicals. The 
newspapers/periodicals can come up for allotment of more 
newsprint after submitting performance particulars for the 
consumption of newsprint for the first three months. It 
may come up even earlier for further allocation of news¬ 
print with performance particulars if it consumes the initial 
quota before the expiry of the three months period. 

Existing newspapers which did not apply for newsprint 
in 1977-78 or were not allocated any newsprint quota during 
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1977-78 will be deemed to be new newspapers and will be 
treated as such, 

3. Wastage 

3.1. For wastage in transit and/or machine room, compen¬ 
sation for imported newsprint will be allowed at 8 per cent 
to newspapers published from port towns of Bombay, 
Calcutta, Cochin and Madras (where STC has godowns); at 
9 per cent to newspapers published from the States where 
these 4 towns aie located and at 10 per cent to newspapers 
published from other States. In the case of Nepn news¬ 
print, a uniform 9 per cent compensation will be allowed. 
In the case of periodicals using multi-coloured printing wast¬ 
age compensation will be 2 per cent over the normal wastage 
allowed to them for that printing. 

4. Miscellaneous 

4.1. The work relating to distribution of imported news¬ 
print will be handled entirely by the State Trading Corpora¬ 
tion. The Registrar of Newspapers for India will give comp- 
fete entitlements duly worked out of all the newspapers appli¬ 
cants to STC which in turn, will give imported newsprint 
either from high sea sales or fiom buffer in accordance with 
allocation determined as per para 2.3. 

4 2. Newspapers which do not comply with the provisions 
of the Newsprint Allocation Policy or Newsprint Control 
Order or both will not be allowed newsprint quota until they 
comply with the provisions. Newsprint dealers will not be 
allowed to act as authorised agents for delivery on high sea 
sales if they do not comply with the provisions of the 
Newsprint Control Order. 

4 . 3 . Those newspapers which do not lift their allotments 
from high sea sales or buffer stocks or from indigenous 
sources within a period of three months of the receipt of the 
allocation order, will be liable to lose further authorisation 
either on imported newsprint or on NEPA stock. 

4.4. Newspapers/periodicals which arc - given allotment on 
high sea sales basis, will be allowed to take delivery also 
through the States Small Industries Development Corpora¬ 
tions or- through authorised agents. Delivery on high sea 
sales basis will be subject to the minimum quantity booked 
by the foreign supplier. Small newspapers who do not ful¬ 
fil this condition of high sea sales allocations because their 
entitlement is too small to be covered by that arrangements, 
can efub their entitlement with other small newspapers and 
get the newsprint from high sea sales through cither the State 
Small Industries Development Corporation (or any other such 
Corporation functioning in the State) oi through authorised 
agents acting on their behalf. 

4.5. Since Nepa Mills are not in a position to despatch 
consignment of less than one wagon load, allottees of smaller 
quantities will have to make their own arrangements for 
transport of Nepa newsprint allotted to them. 

4.6. The authorised quota of newsprint allotted under this 
policy to a newspaper/periodical may be used for a new 
edition of the same newspaper/periodical and the newsprint 
if so used, shall be accounted for separately, For the above 
purpose an edition is a newspaper/periodical which irres¬ 
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pective of the place of publication, bears the same title, is 
in the same language and has the same periodicity as the 
newspaper/periodical already being published by the same 
management and is a reprint, separate run of the newspapei 
or periodical with variations for the time factor and for 
meeting requirements of existing local readership and speedier 
distribution. 


4.7. Publishers of newspapers/pcriodicals with circulation 
of up to 2,000 copies per publishing day will not be requir¬ 
ed to submit chartered accountant's certificate regauling pi oof 
of performance. Others, however, will be lequiied to sub¬ 
mit such certificate. 


4.8. New newspapers will not he required to deposit bank 
guarantee equivalent to the value of 10 per cent of their 
initial quota. 

4.9. Applicants should fill in Anncxure II to this Public 
Notice regarding average circulation, average page aiea and 
number of pages printed during the previous licensing year. 


4.10. Newsprint obtained in 1977-78 under the scheme for 
Export Promotion etc, will also be taken into account for 
determining quantity utilised/held in stock by the newspapers 
in 1977-78. For this purpose, information should be fur¬ 
nished in Annexure III to this Public Notice. 


4,11, The number of copies distributed free, unsold returns 
or any other copies printed but neither sold nor distributed 
free will be taken into consideration for the purpose of allot¬ 
ment /consumption of newsprint, provided these represent a 
reasonable percentage of the print order and not in any case 
exceeding the following limits :—
